The Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne condemns the recent action 
taken by the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission in which two members of the 
Commission's staff were dismissed on January 4, 1974. 

This dismissal took place after both the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission 
and the Common Council had promised immunity to Dennis Winters and Ghulan Jelina 
for testimony given by them on the East Central Neighborhood Development Project, 
which testimony was given in a meeting held on December 17, 1973. The immunity 
promised on that date had no stipulations whatsoever. 

Therequalifications of the immunity as now being interpreted by the Fort 
Wayne Redevelopment Commission is not what was agreed to jointly by the Fort 
Wayne Redevelopment Commission and the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne. 

The Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne by this REsolution does not 
maintain that testimony given by the above named staff members of Fort Wayne 
Redevelopment Commission is either accurate or inaccurate. Only time may de¬ 
termine that. 

This Resolution is intended to protect the rights of the individuals in 
question who came forward under a cloak of immunity guaranteed them by the Fort 
Wayne Redevelopment Commission and the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne; 
therefore 
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BE IT RESOLVED, The Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne asserts the 
following two (2) points: 

1) The pledge of immunity must be honored by 
the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission as 
it is being honored by the Common Council 
of the City of Fort Wayne;
